Roosevelt has again intervened as a 
peacemaker between the coal miners 
md operators and as tile result of a 
letter addressed by him to John Mitch­ 
ell. 
president 
of the 
United 
Mine 
Workers of America, a national con­ 
vention of tile United Mine Workers 
will be held March I") to fry to reach 
an agreement with the soft coal opera­ 
tors in a hope of avoiding a strike on 
April I in the soft coal fields. 
The president’s letter and the an­ 
nouncement that the national conven­ 
tion would be called were made public 
at night by Mr. Mitchell after a long 
conference with Francis L. Robbins, 
president of the Pittsburg Coal com­ 
elily. and chairman of the bituminous 
operators. 
Also present 
at the con­ 
ference were W. C. Perry of the South­ 
western Coal association 
and ll. F. 
Bush, representing the soft coal inter­ 
ests allied with the Gould railroads. 
The president’s letter to Mr. .Mitchell 
follows: 
“Sir—I note with very great concern 
the failure of your late convention on 
the national joint agreement to come 
to an adjustment on the bituminous 
coal wage scale. 
You in that industry 
have enjoyed a great industrial peace 
for many years, 
thanks to 
the joint 
trade agreement that has resulted in 
the action of your successive conven­ 
tions. 
A strike such as is threatened 
on April I is a menace to the peace 
and general welfare of the country. I 
urge you to make a further effort to 
avoid such a calamity. 


Urged to Make a Furth e r Effort. 


“You 
and Mr. 
Robbins are 
joint 
chairmen of the trade agreement com­ 
mittee of the National Civic Federa­ 
tion and it seems to me that this im­ 
poses additional duty upon you both 
and gives an 
additional reason why 
each of you join in making a further 
effort.” 
The conference did not adjourn un­ 
til nearly 8 o’clock 
p. in., when Mr. 
Mitchell 
announced that after 
the 
reading of President Roosevelt’s let­ 
ter it was agreed both by himself and 
the operators that 
the national con­ 
vention should be called. 
The miners 
were in session recently at Indianap­ 
olis, but failed to reach an agreement 
with the operators. 
President Mitch­ 
ell himself has been quoted as saying 
that so far as he knew there would 
certainly be a strike in the bituminous 
fields April I. 
The negotiations for an agreement 
between the hard 
coal workers and 
the anthracite operators 
have been 
progressing smoothly 
to all outward 
appearances and 
arrangements have 
been made for a joint conference this 
week between the sub-committees hav­ 
ing the settlement of the difficulties in 
hand. 
With 
the 
anthracite 
negotiations 
well under way President Mitchell has 
been devoting 
most of his 
time to 
bring about a settlement of the dif­ 
ferences in the soft coal regions. 
Mr. Mitchell has not announced any 
details of the day’s conference. 
Mr Mitchell would not indicate what 
new propositions would be placed be­ 
fore the miners, but significance is at­ 
tached to his statement that the opera­ 
tors 
at the day’s conference 
agreed 
that the convention should be called. 
Concessions, maybe on both sides, 
will be offered and President Roose­ 
velt's interest in the situation will be 
Retd as an additional reason for bring­ 
ing about a new agreement. 
The convention will be held at In­ 
dianapolis. 


Hepburn Railroad Rate Bill Reported 
b/ Mr. Tillman. 
Washington, Feb. 27.—The Hepburn 
railroad rate bill was presented to tho 
senate during the day by Senator Till­ 
man in accordance with the action of 
tim committee on interstate commerce 
last Friday. 
Large crowds assembled 
in the galleries, 
anticipating 
a field 
day of debate, 
but were disappointed. 
There was little of interest In the pro- 
c edings regarding the bill. 
A brief 
rbatement from Mr. Tillman and the 
necessary arrangements for the print­ 
ing of the report of the hearings be­ 
fore the committee and tile promise 
that a formal report would be made 
later was followed by a few remarks 
from Mr. Aldrich, showing the posi­ 
tion of the five Republicans who op­ 
posed the bill as reported. 
Mr. Aid- 
rich indicated that there would be no 
unnecessary delay, but that the bill 
would be discussed in accordance with 
its importance. 
Mr. Clapp asked for immediate con­ 
sideration of the bill for the final dis­ 
position 
of the affairs 
of the 
Five 
Civilized tribes and argued that unless 
the 
bill was 
passed before 
Sunday 
there would be embarrassing compli­ 
cations for the reason that the tribal 
relations come to an end at that time 
by existing law. 
The preliminary dis­ 
cussion showed 
there was consider­ 
able opposition, also that there was to 
be criticism of the disposition of the 
coal lands owned by the Indians. 
Mr. Dick occupied the floor during 
the afternoon, continuing his speech 
in support of the joint statehood bill.

{Shanghai, Feb. 27.— Somewhat con- J 
fused reports have reached here of a I 
massacre of missionaries at Nanchang. r 
province of Kiangsi. 
As nearly as can 
ne ascertained, six missionaries were 
killed and one child 
of an English 
missionary was wounded. 
It is alleged that after long contin­ 
ued disputes 
between the 
Catholic 
priests and 
the magistrate 
of Nan­ 
chang the priests invited the magis­ 
trate to a banquet., where they tried to 
compel him to sign an agreement for 
the payment of a large indemnity for 
the destruction 
of Catholic mission 
property. 
According 
to one report 
the magistrate became indignant and 
committed suicide, 
but the Chinese 
assorted that a priest 
attacked and 
killed him. 
The officials, fearing to 
arrest the priest, called a public meet­ 
ing, whereupon the Catholics, accord­ 
ing to the Chinese version of the troll 
blo, set 
fire to their own 
premises. 
The public meeting of the Chinese de 
ycleped into a riot, in which, accord­ 
ing to one story, six of tin* Catholics 
were killed, though 
a later account 
says the number of Catholics killed 
was four. 
H. C| Kingman, a Protest­ 
ant 
missionary, and 
his 
wife also 
were killed and one of the two chil 
dren was wounded, 
the other being 
rescued. 
Fourteen 
Americans escaped

port states that six Catholic mission­ 
aries were killed, besides an English 
family of four. 
An English mission­ 
ary named Marr Is believed to have e s­ 
caped slightly injured. 
Bunting and 
Fife also are believed to have escaped. 


According to Lie official report., the 
trouble arose lr. the course of a law­

in the 
magistrate’s yamen,

which the Catholics became involved. 
The fight occurred in the yamen. The 
English missionaries wore in nowise 
concerned: but Sunday morning a mob 
attacked the missions indiscriminately. 
Sir E. NL Satow, the British minis­ 
ter at Peking, lins telegraphed to the 
British consul at Kiukiang to proceed 
to Nanchang, taking a gunboat as far 
as possible, to investigate the facts of 
the massacre and help the survivors.

a meeting of 
foreign office officials Sunday it was 
decided in effect, wit ii reference to

States regarding the sending of troops 
to the Philippine islands for Chinese 
contingencies, that there are no symp­ 
toms of a movement against foreign­ 
ers, that the Boxer rising will never 
be repeated, and that the government 
is able 
to handle

The government will instruct minis­ 
ters abroad to make similar represen­ 
tations to all governments. 
Chinese 
officials sue 
greatly worried 
and an­ 
noyed over reports circulating abroad 
that China is in a condition of unrest 
and the action of the United States 
has hurt their pride. 
The officials are 
particularly 
desirous at present 
to 
maintain order and gain tho confidence 
of foreigners in order to secure the re­ 
moval of foreign troops, whose pres­ 
ence is considered a reflection on the 
good faith of the Chinese government.

gan because the former was not more 
specific in Ii is answers to questions 
by the senator.

matically at tile close of the day when 
Mr. Cromwell refused to answ er va­ 
rious questions asked by the senator, 
and the latter declared he would deal 
with the witness iii the senate when 
the facts regarding the resignation of 
Mr. Wallace come out. 
.Mr. Cromwell 
replied 
with some 
warmth th at that was the “only safe 
place to do it.” 


His Only Financial Interest. 
Mr. Cromwell in his statem ent de­ 
clared that every penny of the money 
paid by the United# S tates govern­ 
ment for th*' purchase of Panam a rail­ 
way stock and for the French canal 
property had been accounted for. He 
stated that he had declined to accept 
the position of counsel for the canal 
commission, and that his activity had 
been largely, upon the invitation of 
the president, and the 
secretary of 
war. 
He said that his only financial 
interest on the Isthmus or in the Re­ 
public ct Panama was a personal in­ 
vestm ent in the capital stock of the 
Panama- American 
corporation, 
of 
which Lie owned $51,800 out of a total 
capital 
of $229,000. 
This 
company, 
Mr. Cromwell said, was engaged in 
supplying the 
city of Panam a 
with 
electric light, ice and telephone serv­ 
ice. 
Another statement which Mr. Crom­ 
well m ade that attracted much inter­ 
est was that iii all his relations with 
tin* government of the United States 
and Panam a and even in the acquiring 
of tile outstanding minority shares of 
tile P anam a railway 
for the United 
States 
which

through Mr. ( roinweil's activity and 
labor, not a cent was received by him 
for his services, 
lh* stated that his 
final account, 
wit Ii the 
vouchers of

27.— In a series of c o m ­ 
m unications 
just Issued, 
T hom as W . 
L aw son of this city , who for several 
m onths has b een 
active in secu rin g 
proxies from policyholders in leadin g 
life Insurance com p anies, states that 
ho is ready and w illin g to do all in his 
power to aid in th e 
passage of tho 
law s recom m ended by the A rm strong 
investigating c o m m ittee. 
Mr. L aw son 
issued three le tte r s, one addressed to 
th e Arm strong com m ittee, another to 
th e so-called c o m m itte e of governors, 
to whom he h as turned over all in sur­ 
a n ce proxies that h e has thus far s e ­ 
cured, and a third to the policyholders. 
Mr, Lawson’s statement regarding 
the proxies he has obtained has been 
awaited with interest, in view of the 
fact that one of the laws recommend­ 
ed by the Armstrong committee would 
invalidate each and every one of the 
proxies already secured, 
In 
a communication to 
the A rm ­ 
strong committee Mr. Lawson says in 
part: 
“On behalf of scores of thousands 
of policyholders of the New’ York Life 
and Mutual Life insurance companies, 
I would respectfully submit: At an ex­ 
pense 
of hundreds of 
thousands of 
dollars 
I 
have 
collected 
sufficient 
proxies from policyholders to give me 
(up to the present 
time) control at 
the coming election of both the New 
York Life and Mutual companies. 
I 
have turned these over to a commit­ 
tee composed 
of governors of states 
and equally representative public men. 


Policyholders P lu n d e r e d . 


My reason for collecting such proxies: 
I had reason to believe that the pol­ 
icyholders 
of these two 
companies 
have bupn plundered of from $175,000,- 
000 to $250,oou,(iou which can be re­ 
covered providing these companies are 
placed in the hands of honest, tearless 
men. 
I believe 
that if these 
com­ 
panies are placed in the hands of such 
men some 
of the richest 
and best 
known men in the country, who have 
systematically plundered 
the people 
for a quarter of a century past, will lie 
sent to state's prison for long term s.” 
Mr. Lawson informed the investi­ 
gating committee that he had closely 
followed its entire work. 
“While I know 
that it has accom­ 
plished much,” continued Mr. 
Law­ 
son, "I also know from personal knowl­ 
edge it has not exposed or touched up­ 
on a single 
foundation 
evil or 
ex­ 
posed or even placed upon the witness 
stand a single one of the head crim­ 
inals responsible for the evil.” 
Mr. Lawson adds 
that if the com­ 
panies are turned over to “such hon­ 
est, fearless 
men as the 
governors’ 
committee will nominate for directors 
or trustees,” all necessary reforms will 
follow. 
In a letter tw the governors’ commit­ 
tee Mr. Lawson advises 
it to assure 
the New York legislature 
that it ap­ 
proves of the new’ 
election law pro­ 
posed by the Armstrong committee. 
He urges the governors' committee 
to do all in its power to assist in the 
passage of the law. 
In a third com m unication a d d ressed 
to the p olicyh old ers of the N e w York 
and Mutual L ife com panies w h o h a v e 
sent him th e ir policies, Mr. L aw son 
explained 
th e 
situation and 
urged 
them to do all in their power to aid iii 
the p a ssa g e o f the law in regard to 
the conduct of th e annual election .
